In 
the young days of a country, when .'here 
are no rovers looking for employment, the 
farmer is forced to call upon his neighbor 
to help him out with whatever work re- 
ijuires a multiplicity of hands. 
In such a 


condition there is plenty hard work, but any 
amount of prosperity, and every body is 
happy. 


But the fanners strike another condition, 


where tlie race of competition is so close that 
they actually can not afford to spend the 
few dollars that would be re'itiired to get 
them extra help during harvest and thresh- 
ing times. 
They must call in their neigh- 


bors and afterwards goto them, day for day. 


This latter practice is now becoming ouite 


common in Illinois. 
There is plenty of 


it in this rich county of Macon, or in this 
county of Slacon that ought to be rich. 
More work has been traded this year than 
ever before. 
And it was not because the 


fanners wen; compelled to in order t:: save 
their crops. There have been plenty men, 
all through and since the harvest, looking 
for work. 
These men had to walk 0:1 


further because our farmers did not feel that 
they could spare the dollars to hire them. 


Tiiis is not a condition of prosperity that 


will satisfy tlie iutelligent fanner. 
It is 


about time for him to begin to ask why he 
should be so hard prcssd for a little money. 
Atti:! going to all the labor necessary to 
raise a lielii of wheat, or oats, it seems that 
he ought to be allowed enough m:ug'm on 
his work to enable him to hire assistance 
for the few days necesssary to put the ciop 
on the market..
